The  Interpretation  of  the  Evidence. — {Continued  from  p.  168). 

(d)  Roman  Coins  in  India.  Let  us  consider  another  problem,  this  time  con¬ 
cerning  the  influence  of  the  Romans  beyond  the  Imperial  frontiers.  Fig.  21  shows 
the  distribution  of  Roman  coins  in  Southern  India.  All  first  century  Roman  coins 
not  associated  with  later  issues  (i.e.  not  a  second  century  hoard  with  some  earlier 
coins  in  it)  have  been  found  in  the  south.  Twenty  of  the  twenty-nine  coin  finds  in 
this  area  of  first  century  date  are  hoards,  and  some  of  the  remaining  nine  probably 
represent  hoards  now  lost  or  dispersed.  These  hoards,  which  are  of  gold  and  silver 
coins,  never  bronze,  may  consist  of  hundreds,  even  thousands  of  coins,  the  reigns 
of  Augustus  and  Tiberius  predominating.  In  addition  the  gold  coins  are  either 
mutilated  by  a  cut  on  the  obverse  or  pierced.  Only  one  silver  coin  however  so  far 
found  has  been  so  treated. 


Pliny  tells  us  that  each  year  India  absorbed  no  less  than  fifty  million  sesterces, 
and  clearly  he  meant  coinage  rather  than  wares.  What  is  the  reason  for  this? 
The  answer  is  simple,  these  coins  were  not  circulated,  they  merely  served  as  bullion. 
The  Indians  relied  on  their  weight  and  value  and  could  use  the  coins  merely  as 
precious  metal  which  could  be  easily  broken  up  into  units  of  convenient  weight 
and  perhaps  used  in  exchanges — for  what  the  anthropologist  today  would  call 
money  barter. 

There  is  some  doubt  as  to  the  commodity  that  the  Romans  obtained  in  exchange, 
but  it  was  probably  pepper. 

This  explains  the  absence  of  copper  coins,  the  fact  that  single  coins  are  rare, 
and  also  the  fact  that  the  coins  are  nearly  all  of  Augustus  and  Tiberius,  as  Nero 
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debased  the  denarii  in  63  a.d.  and  thus  shook  the  faith  of  the  Indians  in  the  integrity 
of  the  Romans. 

The  question  may  arise,  why  deface  the  gold  coins  ?  The  answer  again  is  not 
far  to  seek.  The  Kushana  Empire  would  have  seemed  to  reserve  the  right  to 
restrike  Roman  aureii  and  issue  them  as  coins,  but  outside  their  territory  the  Kushans 
saw  to  it  that  all  Roman  gold  was  defaced  so  that  it  could  only  be  used  as  bullion, 
giving  them  a  monopoly  of  gold  coinage.  Silver  coins  were  not  defaced,  since  the 
Kushana  did  not  re-strike  denarii,  while  the  rest  of  India,  with  one  or  two  notable 
exceptions,  did  not  have  a  silver  currency. 

( e )  Channel  Island  Hoards.  Another  story  is  told  by  the  coins  of  the  Coriosolites 
found  in  the  Channel  Islands.  These  hoards  fall  into  two  categories.  The  first 
group  are  homogeneous,  containing  nothing  except  coins  of  the  Coriosolites,  the 
local  tribe  (e.g.  the  La  Marquanderie  Hoard).  Others,  such  as  that  found  at  Little 
Caesarea  or  the  now  famous  hoard  found  at  Le  Catillon  de  Haut,  in  Grouville  in 
1957  (coins  from  this  hoard  have  been  offered  for  sale  in  this  Bulletin )  are  very 
mixed,  and  include  British  insular  coins. 

Due  to  the  work  of  M.  J.-B.  Colbert  de  Beaulieu,  one  of  France’s  foremost 
numismatists,  the  die  identities  of  the  coins  of  the  Coriosolites  have  been  very 
carefully  studied,  and  the  following  interesting  fact  emerges — the  coin  hoards  dated 
before  58  b.c.  are  homogeneous,  as  might  be  expected,  since  the  circulation  of  coins 
was  limited  to  tribal  areas.  Now  we  know  that  in  56  b.c.  Caesar  smashed  the  naval 
power  of  the  Veneti  and  their  Armorican  allies  in  a  sea  battle  off  Mcrb'ihan  (Brittany) 
and  his  legate  Q.  Sabinus  destroyed  the  allies  in  a  battle  in  the  Channel  Islands. 
It  would  appear  that  the  Celts,  defeated  in  Britanny,  fled  to  the  Channel  Islands  in 
fear  of  the  Romans,  and  this  would  account  for  the  scare  which  caused  the  large 
numbers  of  homogeneous  hoards  such  as  at  La  Maquanderie  to  be  buried.  At 
this  time  wre  find  an  alliance  of  various  Celtic  tribes  against  the  Romans,  and  hence 
the  hoards  become  heterogeneous.  The  finds  of  British  coins  from  the  Grouville 
and  Little  Caesarea  hoards  are  of  great  importance — the  Durotrigan  coins  (Mack  319) 
and  the  base  silver  staters  copying  earlier  gold  prototypes  (Mack  317  and  318)  can 
now  be  dated  to  the  years  prior  to  the  Julian  invasion,  whereas  hitherto  it  had  been 
believed  that  the  gold  prototypes  were  prior  to  Caesar,  the  copies  later. 

(/)  Roman  Coins  in  Germany.  In  the  dense  forest,  somewhere  between  the 
Ems  and  the  Weser  in  Germany  in  a.d.  9  Rome  suffered  one  of  her  greatest  defeats — 
three  legions  under  Varus  were  massacred,  and  their  equipment  passed  into  Celtic 
hands.  Round  the  area  of  the  catastrophe  has  been  found  a  concentration  of  gold 
aureii  of  Augustus,  and  it  seems  fairly  obvious  that  these  coins  were  booty  from  the 
Roman  army.  This  seems  even  more  manifest  when  we  consider  that  there  are 
almost  no  Roman  gold  coins  from  Germany,  and  that  Tacitus  tells  us  the  Germans 
of  the  interior  tried  to  procure  silver  in  preference  to  gold. 

(g)  Anglo-Saxon  and  Medieval  Mints.  Having  considered  distribution  maps 
we  may  now  turn  to  some  of  the  other  uses  of  coins.  They  can,  for  example,  help 
the  social  historian  in  estimating  the  population  and  size  of  towns  at  different 
periods.  Let  us  take  some  examples. 

Ethelred  II,  probably  between  991  and  1002,  divided  ports  (i.e.  market  towns) 
into  “  principal  ”  and  “  others.”  Principal  ports  were  allocated  three  moneyers, 
the  others  only  one.  Numismatic  evidence  nevertheless  demonstrates  that  at  the 
time  of  Ethelred  II,  as  had  happened  before  and  after  his  time,  some  towrns  had 
very  many  more  moneyers  operating.  In  the  time  of  Athelstan  (924-39)  for  example, 
there  were  eight  in  London,  seven  in  Canterbury,  and  six  in  Winchester,  and  shortly 
before  the  conquest  we  find  that  the  numbers  had  risen  to  twenty  in  London  and 
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ten  in  York.  This  evidence  supplied  by  a  study  of  numbers  of  moneyers  helps  to 
supplement  the  information  given  in  the  Domesday  Book,  and  by  comparing  we 
are  able  to  establish  that  the  most  important  burghs  in  England  in  the  time  of  William 
were  London,  York,  Winchester,  Lincoln,  Chester,  Canterbury,  Oxford,  Hereford, 
Thetford,  Gloucester,  Worcester,  Norwich  and  Ipswich. 

This  study  of  mints  is  extremely  valuable  and  often  surprising  from  the  historian’s 
viewpoint.  From  the  above  list  it  can  be  seen  that  Thetford  seems  to  rank  with 
Ipswich  and  Norwich,  suggesting  that  there  was  considerable  trade  in  the  eastern 
counties  in  the  Norman  period. 

Another  interesting  mint  is  that  at  Lynn  in  the  reign  of  King  John,  where  three 
moneyers  were  employed.  It  suggests  that  this  town,  which  had  only  recently 
been  enfranchised,  was  drawing  trade  away  from  Norwich.  This  was  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  Bishop  of  Norwich  was  responsible  for  Lynn  personally,  and  happened  to 
be  a  friend  of  the  King,  who  had  a  wish  to  make  him  Archbishop  of  Canterbury ! 
Needless  to  say  the  town  only  enjoyed  a  brief  prosperity  while  royal  patronage  lasted. 

Collectors  of  English  coins  may  have  wondered  too  why  Edward  I  established 
a  mint  at  Berwick-on-Tweed,  when  he  had  so  few  mints  in  operation.  The  answer 
is  a  historical  one — Edward  needed  money  to  supply  his  soldiers  and  officials  while 
he  was  fighting  against  Scotland  in  the  War  of  Independence. 

(/z)  The  Llantrithyd  Hoard.  The  historian  is  informed  from  literary  sources 
that  Henry  I  wanted  to  establish  towns  and  settle  traders  in  South  Wales,  and  this 
is  verified  by  the  coins  of  the  Pembroke  mint  in  this  period.  In  this  connection 
might  be  mentioned  a  very  important  hoard  found  at  Llantrithyd  in  Glamorgan  in 
1962.  This  hoard  is  of  great  importance  to  numismatists,  because  it  consisted  of 
Henry  I  class  XI  pennies  of  Shaftesbury,  Wilton,  Bristol  and  Cardiff,  all  new7  mints 
for  this  type. 

Only  fifteen  coins  of  this  class  were  until  this  date  known,  and  though  there 
were  only  seven  coins  in  the  hoard,  this  constitutes  a  third  of  the  number  of  this  class 
known.  Its  historical  importance  is  even  greater,  for  it  means  that  the  economic 
historian  will  need  to  reconsider  the  economic  situation  in  the  South  West  of 
England  and  South  Wales  at  this  period,  since  it  appears  that  there  was  more 
economic  activity  than  has  hitherto  been  believed. 

Before  turning  to  consider  coin  types  mention  might  be  made  of  another  way 
in  which  mint  and  moneyer’s  names  can  aid  the  historian.  It  is  noteworthy  that 
in  the  early  Norman  period  moneyers’s  names  are  essentially  English,  but  as  time 
passes  Norman  names  begin  to  appear.  The  form  mint  names  take  on  coins  is  also 
valuable  as  it  is  important  in  studying  toponymy  to  establish  early  forms  in  order 
to  trace  origins  in  place  names.  The  origin  of  the  place-name  Ipswich  was 
disputed  till  an  Anglo-Saxon  coin  was  found  proving  that  it  was  derived  from  the 
personal  name  Gip.

This  interesting  token  is  very  scarce  and  was  found  by  the  writer  in  a  secondhand 
shop  in  Glasgow  in  November,  1957. 

It  was  issued  by  the  Soup  Kitchen  established  in  Edinburgh  in  November,  1799. 
Owing  to  rising  prices,  there  was  at  that  time  an  unusual  number  of  needy  persons 
and  funds  were  raised  by  public  subscription  to  provide  cheap  food.  These  tokens 
were  issued  to  the  deserving  poor,  who  on  presenting  their  tokens  were  given  a 
meal  for  a  very  small  sum. 

That  the  Kitchen  was  established  in  November  is  in  itself  significant,  as  Graham 
in  his  work,  “  Social  Life  of  Scotland  in  18th  Century,”  tells  us  that  in  Edinburgh, 
“  the  wonted  fare  in  winter  was  broth,  salt  beef,  boiled  fowls;  for  only  the  wealthy 
could  afford  to  get  fresh  beef  at  high  prices  until  the  summer  when  the  arrival  of 
any  supply  of  beef  for  sale  was  announced  in  the  streets  by  the  bellman.”  An 
indication  of  cost  is  that  in  1729  fresh  winter  beef  or  veal  cost  7d.  per  lb.  against  Hd. 
or  2d.  per  lb.  in  summer.  By  1780  the  cost  was  3d.  or  4d.  per  lb.  for  summer  beef, 
and  beyond  the  purse  of  many.  As  a  comparison  Whisky  was  lOd.  a  quart. 

The  conditions  during  the  last  decade  of  the  century  were  hard  and  it  is  recorded 
by  T.  Johnson  in  his  History  of  the  Working  Classes  that  like  a  hundred  years  previously 
thousands  died  of  starvation,  while  many  suffered  from  asthma,  consumption,  ague 
and  rheumatics.  At  the  time  of  this  token  it  is  believed  that  almost  one-eighth  of 
the  population  of  Edinburgh  were  fed  by  charity.  A  public  proclamation  specified 
the  exact  quantity  of  bread  which  each  family  ought  to  eat — according  to  Lord 
Cockburn—  one  loaf  of  bread  per  person  per  week. 

It  was  this  crisis  which  resulted  in  the  introduction  of  Public  Kitchens  and 
Cooking  Committees  in  Edinburgh. 

These  Public  Kitchens  were  not  peculiar  to  Edinburgh.  In  Dingwall,  in  March, 
1800,  it  is  recorded,  that  in  view  of  the  scarcity  and  rising  prices  of  food.  Lord 
Seaforth  suggested  the  raising  of  a  fund  to  enable  the  magistrates  to  buy  meal  for 
resale  at  a  reduced  price  to  the  needy  within  the  Burgh.  A  meeting  was  held  and 
Bailie  Munro  authorised,  “  to  purchase  for  them  a  quantity  of  meal  not  exceeding 
two  hundred  bolls  at  thirty  shillings  sterling,  if  it  cannot  be  had  cheaper,  and  in  the 
event  ready  money  could  not  otherwise  be  had  to  pay  for  it,  they  directed  Mr.  Munro 
to  borrow  money  from  the  bank  upon  the  credit  of  the  Burgh  for  that  purpose.” 

It  is  possible  that  there  may  be  a  series  of  these  tokens  as  it  is  recorded  that 
Public  Kitchens  existed  at  varying  times  at  Dornie,  Oban,  Tarbert,  Dumfries  and 
Aberdeen.  At  Dornie  the  poor  were  allowed  one  pint  of  soup  per  day;  at  Portree 
all  on  the  Poor  Roll  had  an  allowance  of  a  chopin  (Imperial  quart)  of  soup  on  three 
days  of  the  week;  at  Oban,  an  association  of  ladies  provided  soup  at  Id.  per  quart 
plus  a  floured  scone;  at  Tarbert,  three  times  a  week  those  on  the  Roll  received  a 
quart  of  soup;  at  Dumfries  the  soup  kitchen  operated  for  two  or  three  months  in 
the  winter  according  to  the  severity  of  the  weather. 

In  1768  there  was  established  in  Aberdeen  a  United  Fund,  which  according  to 
the  Minute  Book  of  1768  “  was  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor,  and  applied  to  all 
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the  charitable  purposes  at  present  provided  either  by  the  Session,  or  by  the  Directors 
of  the  Poor’s  Hospital.”  In  1803  the  Gentlemen  of  the  United  Fund  organised  a 
soup  kitchen  which  was  supported  by  public  donations.  In  1816  to  1817 
£1,420  18s.  9d.  was  expended  on  the  soup  kitchen  which  showed  a  deficit  of  £257 
towards  which  the  United  Fund  gave  £249.  The  average  daily  attendance  was 
232  adults  who  with  children  and  dependants  numbered  about  500  out  of  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  approximately  36,000.  Like  Edinburgh  the  meals  were  not  free  but  pro¬ 
vided  at  cheap  rates. 

This  token  has  poetical  associations.  In  1801  at  the  request  of  the  Managers 
of  the  Public  Kitchen  at  Edinburgh,  Hector  Macneill  wrote  the  following  Prologue : 

PROLOGUE 


Written  at  the  request  of  the  Managers  of  the  Public  Kitchen 
at  Edinburgh,  for  the  Benefit  of  the  Poor,  1801. 


Whe  discord  first,  with  hate  infuriate,  hurled 
Their  baneful  influence  o’er  a  suff ’ring  world ; 

Broke  the  firm  bands  of  kindred  joys  asunder, 

And  left  in  want  the  wretch  to  weep,  and  —  wonder ; 
Thrilled  with  despair;  —  unfriended  and  oppressed, 
With  haggard  eye,  pale  Poverty,  distressed, 

Roamed  the  lone  wild,  a  wretched  life  to  save. 

And,  shivering,  sunk  in  Famine’s  darkening  cave!  — 
There,  sad,  she  pined,  and  wailed  her  hopeless  moan. 
Earth  her  damp  pillow !  and  her  bed  —  cold  stone ! 
Till  CHARITY  (from  Heaven’s  fair  lineage  sprung, 
Nymph  of  the  melting  heart  and  soothing  tongue) 
Swift  from  yon  starry  vault’s  ethereal  blue, 

To  Want’s  dark  cell  with  pitying  ardour  flew! 

Cheered  with  celestial  rays  that  chased  the  gloom, 
The  fainting  mourner  waked  —  as  from  the  tomb ; 
Saw  the  sweet  harbinger  of  joy  again 
Steal  on  soft  tip-toe  to  the  bed  of  pain ; 

O’er  the  cold  breast  her  mantling  vestments  spread ; 
Wipe  the  damp  brow,  and  raise  the  drooping  head; 
Pour  the  rich  cordial,  trickling  to  the  heart; 

Brace  the  lax  fibre,  and  new  strength  impart; 

Kindle  fond  hope;  and,  beck’ning  with  a  smile. 

Lure,  while  she  flew  to  BRITAIN’S  fostering  isle! 
To  Britain’s  isle !  where,  cherished  by  her  care, 

The  poor,  if  virtuous,  never  know  despair : 

Warmed  by  her  beams,  each  bosom  learns  to  glow, 
And  throb,  and  feel  —  the  sympathy  of  woe ! 

From  ocean’s  gen’rous  sons  (in  fame  enrolled) 

To  SCOTIA’S  mountains,  and  her  patriots  bold; 
Alike  her  magic  power  o’er  land  and  wave : 

—  The  flame  of  pity  ever  warms  the  brave ! 

Oh !  could  its  light  but  harmonize  the  breast, 

And  guide  again  the  jarring  world  to  rest! 

Spread  with  mild  radiance  far  from  shore  to  shore, 
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Till  friendship  binds,  and  discord’s  heard  no  more! 

Till  candour  starts  at  Reason’s  temperate  call, 

And  mercy  wafts  humanity  —  to  all ! 

This  night,  where  Charity’s  celestial  flame 
Gilds  with  mild  lustre  Scotia’s  annalled  fame; 

Beams  in  each  conscious  eye,  and,  heavenly  meek. 

Glows  in  soft  blushes  on  each  fair  one’s  cheek; 

This  night!  indeed,  would  mock  the  flowers  of  rhyme. 

And  stamp  an  era  for  recording  time ! 

Enough  for  us,  who  claim  no  higher  care 
Than  aid  the  wretched,  and  repel  despair; 

To  light  the  lamp  in  Poverty’s  dark  cell, 

And  lend  new  strength  to  those  who  —  struggle  well ; 

—  Enough  for  us !  expiring  worth  to  save. 

And  cheer  the  path  of  virtue  to  the  grave ! 

Hector  Macneill,  1746  to  1818,  although  not  in  the  class  of  Burns  and  Fergusson, 
had  a  very  good  reputation  as  a  poet,  based  mainly  on  his  poem  “  Will  and  Jean,” 
of  which  10,000  copies  wrere  sold  in  a  single  month;  and  the  famous  ballad,  “  The 
Wee  Thing  ”  —  which  tells  of  the  testing  by  Mary  of  Castle-Cary  of  her  lover, 
James  Scott  of  Seabegs. 

This  Lead  Token  of  Edinburgh  is  doubly  interesting  for  its  connection,  on  the 
one  hand,  with  Scotland’s  Social  History,  and  on  the  other  its  Poetry.  Few  tokens 
can  claim  such  wide  associations. 

THE  NEW  ZEALAND  MEDAL.

40th  Regiment. — The  Second  Somersetshire  Regiment  and  later  the  1st  Bn.  The 
South  Lancashire  Regiment,  Prince  of  Wales’s  Volunteers. 

The  medals  for  this  regiment  seem  to  be  plentiful  as  details  of  over  30  were 
available  before  the  inspection  of  the  roll.  The  usual  dates  for  the  Regiment  are 
1860-1864  and  1863-1864,  other  dates  that  appear  are: 

1860-1861 — 13  names  1861-1864 — 10  names. 

1863 — 14  names.  1863-1865 — 2  names. 

1863- 1866 — 1  name.  1864 — 33  names. 

1864- 1865 — 1  name. 

The  Non-Effective  Roll  contains  631  names,  but  this  roll  does  not  show  the 
period  of  service,  and  from  the  medals  noted  various  dates  were  on  the  medals 
issued  against  the  roll. 

There  is  a  medal  named  to  Cpl.  D.  O’Leary  of  the  46th  Regiment,  this  is  apparently 
the  medal  of  3680  Cpl.  D.  J.  O’Leary  of  the  40th  Regiment.  The  abstract  states 
that: 

233  medals  went  to  the  Regiment. 

13  returned  to  the  Mint. 

61  retained. 

As  the  abstract  is  dated  27.5.1870  it  would  seem  that  the  retained  medals  were  for 
men  who  had  become  N^w-Effective  after  the  rolls  had  been  prepared. 
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43rd  Regiment — Monmouthshire  Light  Infantry,  later  1st  Bn.  Oxfordshire  and 
Buckinghamshire  Light  Infantry. 

The  general  date  for  the  Regiment  is  1863-1866,  the  effective  roll  contains 
407  names: 

377  Effectives. 

3  Militia. 

27  Non-Effective. 

Dates  other  than  1863-1866  are: 

1862- 1866 — 1  name.  1863-1864 — 1  name. 

1863- 1865 — 56  names.  1864-1866 — 45  names.

A  noted  undated  medal  appears  to  have  been  issued  to  a  man  whose  service  dates 
were  Dec.  1863  to  Feb.  1866. 

The  Non-Effective  Roll  contains  about  280  names;  periods  of  service  other  than 
1863-1866  are: 

1863- 1864 — 29  names.  1863-1865 — 15  names. 

1864 —  4  names.  1864-1865 — 4  names. 

1864-1866 — 64  names. 

Despite  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  medals  were  earned  by  this  Regiment 
only  two  have  been  noted,  one  of  which  was  the  undated  medal  mentioned  above. 

There  is  a  medal  to  “  Gleed  ”  in  the  Royal  Hospital  Museum,  this  may  have 
been  a  man  of  the  43rd  whose  service  was  1863-1866,  however  there  is  another 
medal  for  “  Gleed  ”  in  the  roll  of  the  57th  Regiment,  q.v. 

50th  Regiment — The  Queen’s  Own,  later  1st  Bn.  The  Royal  West  Kent  Regiment. 
The  abstract  dated  19.1.1870  gives  the  following  figures: 

Effectives— 451. 

19  against  which  there  is  no  note,  probably  men  who  became  non-effective 
after  the  roll  was  prepared.

This  Regiment  served  in  the  1845-1847  Campaign  and  the  roll  available  is  a 
Non-Effective  Roll  giving  419  names.  53  deserted.  366  Nett. 

The  roll  contains  the  names  of  28  Officers,  but  7  are  marked  “  Dead.”  There 
are  two  entries  for  late  issues  one  in  1920  to  an  NCO,  but  no  note  is  made  of  his 
service  dates,  and  the  other  was  sent  in  1915  to  the  High  Commissioner  for  New 
Zealand  in  London  for  disposal  to  the  legal  next  of  kin. 


65th  Regiment — The  Second  Yorkshire  North  Riding  Regiment,  later  1st  Bn.  The 
York  &  Lancaster  Regiment. 

This  is  the  only  infantry  regiment  that  saw  service  in  both  the  Maori  Wars  and 
naturally  there  is  a  great  variety  of  dates  on  the  medals.  The  Effective  lists  are  most 
clear,  columns  being  allowed  for  the  years  and  ticked  for  the  one  in  which  the 
Officer  or  man  saw  service.  The  effective  roll  can  be  divided  as  follows:

Numbers  for  issue,  although  at  least  one  medal  has  been  noted  that  has  no  reference 
to  issue  in  the  rolls,  and  of  course  it  may  have  been  issued  in  New  Zealand.  The 
following  are  some  of  the  service  dates  in  the  Non-Effective  Roll:

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A  number  of  undated  medals  have  been  noted,  one  of  these  is  for  a  man  credited 
with  service  1852-1862  and  three  for  men  whose  service  years  are  shown  as  1846-1865. 

There  is  a  record  of  an  issue  through  the  High  Commissioner  of  New  Zealand 
in  1912,  and  for  a  duplicate  on  payment  in  1911,  both  these  medals  covered  service 
in  the  two  Wars,  but  it  is  hardly  conceivable  that  the  issue  was  to  “  the  Party.” 
There  is  a  record  of  an  issue  in  1917  and  this  could  be  to  “  the  Party  ”  as  his  service 
did  not  start  in  New  Zealand  until  1859. 

One  of  the  Officers  to  receive  a  medal  1863-1865  was  a  Lieut.  William  Byam 
(later  Major  General),  this  Officer,  when  Lieut.  Col.  commanding  the  65th,  was  at 
the  corner  of  the  broken  square  at  tamaai  and  rallied  his  men  successfully  to  turn 
out  the  Dervishes.  Col.  Byam’s  son  was  a  Doctor  in  the  R.A.M.C.,  seconded  to 
the  Egyptian  Army,  and  by  chance  was  appointed  the  M.O.  in  charge  of  the  New 
Zealand  Hospital  in  Egypt  during  the  1914-1918  War,  although  he  had  had  no 
connection  with  New  Zealand. 

68th  Regiment — 1st  Bn.  The  Durham  Light  Infantry. 

The  Effective  lists  for  this  Regiment  are  interesting  as  they  are  presented  in 
Companies  and  bear  the  signatures  of  the  various  recipients  or  in  some  cases  the 
man’s  Mark. 

The  general  date  for  the  medals  is  1864-1866  and  the  claims  are  dated  Manchester 
1869.

70th  Regiment — The  Surrey  Regiment,  later  2nd  Bn.  The  East  Surrey  Regiment. 

The  normal  dates  for  the  Regiment  are  1863-1865,  there  are,  however,  amongst 
the  Effectives  some  varieties :

98th  Regiment — Until  designated  the  2nd  Bn.  The  Manchester  Regiment  this 
Regiment  had  only  its  number  as  a  title. 

The  Regiment  served  in  the  First  Maori  War.  Unfortunately  the  roll  is  missing 
from  the  Public  Record  Office.  The  writer  was,  however,  informed  of  the  numbers 
by  Miss  J.  Kenworthy  of  Newtown,  Pa.,  U.S.A.,  and  Lieut.  Col.  G.  L.  Usher,  the 
Hon.  Secretary  of  the  Manchester  Regiment  Association,  very  kindly  furnished  a 
list  of  the  claimants — 2  Officers  and  23  Other  Ranks.  There  is  no  record  of  the 
dates  on  the  medals  and  as  the  medals  are  very  scarce  the  opportunity  to  note  any 
variations  from  1845-1847  has  not  presented  itself.  The  only  medal  of  which  the 
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writer  knows  the  whereabouts  is  that  for  Private  Henry  Beighton,  which  is  in  the 
Royal  Hospital  Museum,  Chelsea,  with  the  soldier’s  Long  Service  Medal. 

99th  Regiment — The  Lanarkshire  Regiment,  later  The  Duke  of  Edinburgh’s,  and 
later  still  the  2nd  Bn.  The  Wiltshire  Regiment. 

The  number  of  claimants  for  this  Regiment  is  said  to  be  rather  more  than  100 
for  service  during  the  First  Maori  War  1845-1847,  and  this  fact  is  borne  out  from 
the  medals  noted  as  a  number  of  these  do  not  appear  in  the  roll  at  the  Record  Office 
which  has  the  names  of  15  Officers  and  33  Other  Ranks. 

To  the  best  of  the  writer’s  knowledge  no  medals  for  this  Regiment  have  appeared 
in  the  Sales  during  the  last  14  to  15  years  and  it  is  due  to  the  kindness  of  Lieut. 
Col.  E.  A.  T.  Boggis,  of  the  Regimental  Headquarters,  that  medals  not  recorded  in 
the  available  roll  have  been  noted.  A  medal  to  a  Sgt.  of  the  99th  together  with  his 
medal  for  China  with  the  bars  pekin  1860  and  taicu  forts  1860  is  in  possession 
of  a  collector  in  Scotland — a  nice  pair,  as  it  is  believed  that  only  seven  of  the  99th 
received  the  two  bars  to  the  China  Medal  of  1860.
